Wall #treotl has long since come to be regarded
by oulsiders a= & sink of businesg Iniguity,
where shrewdness and not honesly insures
worldly prosperity und success, Tt is undouabt.
edly true that the former agh standard ol
morality does not exist there; that transactions
which in former years would be considered as
dishonest are now simply looked upon as’sharp,
wide-awake, and enterprising, Buu this degra-
dation bhas not been confined by any menns to
the business olreles of Wall strect, where thers
i un ensily recognized and lonwcstablished tone
01 honor, which has never yielded to the tempta-
tione of gain secured by discreditable means,
On the contrary, It is seen npd felt all through
the country. For example, if we are to beljeve
the Chicago Triune, the entire grain trade of

“4%% Northwest 15 characterized by dishonesty
a[,?l gfyuble desling, Under the head of *Tricks
of the Trade,” It says:—

These are but few branches of bunsiness that
afford =0 many opportunities lor the commis-
sion of legul trauds as the grain trade, Some
seisuns give more favoruble opporfonitles than
othere, and it isnow & well-established fuct that
whenever the wheut crop of the country is
irregular tu goality, and purtly or almost en-
lirely deteriorated, the “sealpers” come in, and
pursue a systematicconrse of plunder with im-
punity, The “‘honest farmer,” whom we admire
s0 much at o distance, carefully bags his wheat,
plicing & poorer quulity of grain in the naddie
of the suck than is 1o be found al enherdhe
top or bottom. The interior grain dealer, who
koows periectly well that it is the intention of
the farmer to cheal him, mukes an offset by
cheating in the welght. SBometimes the
farmer gols the starl, but in the long run the
advaniage is with the buayer, because e under-
gtands the tricks of the trade better,

The interior dealer, in order to swell his profits,
doctors his grain so that when it reaches Chii-
Cago be may circumvent the inspector sad the
warehousemin,  Car-oade of  wheat are
“plugged,” to use n  technical term, with
scrapings of onts; rye, barley, and other stoff,
for which the shipper, it he snceceds in evadiug
the inspector, will obtain whoat ‘|ll‘if_'"5. The
rullroads, which are directly or indirectly asso.
clated with the elevators, understand the game,
and refuse to give a specific recvipt lor grain
shipped in bulk—the bill of lnding morelyspeoify-
ing 80 many bu-hels, more or less, The conntry
shipper invariably says ““less after the griin
has been recelved in store and the account ol
sales retmined. The warchousemen know no-
thing of the leuk, the rallroads know nothing of
the leak, and the shortnge 15 attributed to
cracke o the botiom ot the cars, The shipper
secke In wvaln for & remedy. The railroad
awent will not give him a specide receipt
for the grain sbipped in bulk, and the ware-
hougeman will make no restitution, clalming
the grain receipted for by him waos all that
came ont of the car. Sometimes the shipper,
fu his eagerncss to beat the inspector, overdoes
the “plugging,” and the whest which be ex-
!mcu-d would pass ss No. 2, only goes “rejecten,”
This, of course, rases o howl., The shipper
insists shat the grain bhe shdpped was excollend
m quality, and ought readily to pass as ““No, 2.
metead of “rojected.”” He invelebs loudly
againet the inspector, who, at o safe distance,
preserves hig equanimity, and knows nothing ol
the trouble Le hns ralsed,

There is yet another link in the chain. The
wardbousemen, who elaim that the profits of “ele-
vating” aze not commensurate with the capital
cmployed, epecnlite on thérr own aceount, [t
bas been chavged that large purchuses of re-
edted whedt bave been made by brokers, in

hialf of the warehousemen, who were at the
spme time libaral sellers of No. 2. Some are
uncharitable enough ro say that the taking in
poor and putting out good grain Is the result of
# continued wnd vigorons application of smut
wachines and fanning mills, which, it pursued
for a sufiielent time, wonld be profitable, both
10 the warehousemen and the ratlronds, or rall-
road officers, who retuse to tuke grain to any
other eleyator. A litlle more than & year ago,
this “'dectoring” and *“sealping” of eraln, re-
sulting from the Inferior crop of 1865, created
no little excitement fu grain t‘llrnrlw-. The Honrd
of Trade demanded that inspectors shouald be
pliced in the warehouses, for the express pur-

g¢ of arresting any “scalping,” but for some
noé the wiurchousemen rcl'l.lsufl o aceode Lo
the proposition. Bubsequenily they yielded to
the public demand, and the Board was allowed
1o place mspectors in the houses, This, for &
time, hushed all complaints in regurd to *“wealp-
ing" in store. Latrerly, however, thefinspeotors
seem 10 have become dereliol in their duties, as
both millers and shippers complaln that the
grain dellvered to them is not the erain ealled
for In the receipts iszued by the warehousemen.
A notable instance of this kind occurred a fow
days sinoe, reflecting no credit on the honesty

| the walshousemon.

he Eastern shippers complain thal cargoes
ol grain never hold out on arrival at Boffilo
but fall short from twenty-five to one b undred
bushels. Whothier the shortage i# the resuluof
& swindle here or st Buffado, it 1s diffioult to sny,
The instances of “running over” are of course
neser heard of,

The spoculaiors who work ‘“‘corners,” and
bull and bear the market to suil their interests,
also bave complaints to make, but as they are
not deemed to represent any legitimate trade,
they get Httle attention paid to thelr complainte,
Their operations are none too hopest, and, f
they pet beaten, it is altogether in thelr line.
They aver thut st times the warehousemen [ssue
bogus receipts, by mesns of which the market
iz broken down after they have almost cornered
it. Whetherthis be so or not, we have no means
of k;wwlng; but on the whole, we think it quite
Jikely,

These facts, charges, surmizes, and suspicions
show that, us at present conducted, the graln
trade of the Northwest 18 demorallzed, Tt
abounds in abuses which vex and defrand every
tonest dealer, und ioflict great harm upon our
oity.

speedy solution of the problem. The guestion
is whether he is the son of his supposed father
or somebody else’s son.  The tenuntry of Tich.
bourne Park, or at least some of thelr number,
uppenr ahrenoy 1o have satisded thamselves that
the ex-butcher of Woaged Waggn i in trath the
eldest son of the lateSir Jumes Franels Doughty
Twhbontve, and therdiore the lawial Inheritor
of the title and property of that defunct worthy.

“This strange, eventful history, us it has come
to us trom Australia, is worth narrative. Many
YOS Ggo-—exuctly how many does not Bpe
Roger, the heir of the lite baronet, mumeniy
leit home and ook ship lor Amerien.

Be this as (i
may, his younger brother, Allred Moseph
Tichbourne, wis rocognized »s the heir, and
op the desth of his father, in 1862, entered into
possession of the title and property. Bir Alired
was then o young man, oniy twl;ul_\'-thrf-l) YERrS
ot ages and a year previonsly he had married o
dunghter of Lord Arundell of Wardour., His
e was brief, and it viclssitudes werenol o
few—for our readers may remember the frequent
appearance of his name in connecilon with
certn proceedings in the Courtof Bankruptey,
Ho died a few months ago in the prime of his
youth, for be was only twenlyseven years of
age: und & short time afterwards his widow gave
birth to a posthumous child—a son,

“It was not until intelligenee of the deuth of
Sir Alfredireached the actipodes, that his elder
brother revealed himself in his trie character.
I1ts motive for preserving his incognito, ns he has
explained at, ceriainly does not appesr unrea-
eguable. He says that he was well content that
his younger brother should enjoy the position
which beionged to him by right, beeause he was
sincerely attached to bim, and also because he
felt that the vielssituuez of his own life had
unfitted him to play the part of an English
country geuticman,
would no dount form an entertaining narrative
It we were only In possession ol the details,
Afrer his shipwreek, he remained some tune in
Amerien, and hix worldly coods Laving gone
down in the Della, he pursoed a variety of ocer
pations untll, growing tired of the New World,
e determined, it he could, 10 propitiate fortune
in Austrnlin,

“He now appears on the soene as Thomas de
Casiro, the owner of w swall business in Tamut,
and subsequently & butcher st Waggas Waegn,
where he married & laborer's davghter named
Bryan, Casting off nll the old associates, he
appeats to have adapted himeelf entirely to the

new condition of 1ite which he had =o strangely
chosen. His position is described ns having
been ‘a very humble'one, sod his marriace to
4 plasterer’s davghter sufliciently indicates the
obscurity ot his lot.  Although the Waggn
Wagen Erpress I8 wrong ' calling Mm ‘s
British peer,” he must somcetimes have been
sorely tempted to exchange the little butoher's
shop in a6 unheard-of Augtralinn rown for the
comorts of the patrimonial home in Tichbourne
Park, and it §8 theretore not surprising that,
when his brother died, he should have made up
his wind toturn his back on Waegea Wasgn,
and try what enjoyment he could sxtract out of
ten thoneand & yesr. True, he thioks his colo-
ninl experiences somewhat unlit him for the
nigh socigl position which he will now have to
occuny; but he need feel no apprehension on
ihat score. Wealth 1= & great pewer in this
country, and il the sdventurous buleher of
Wagoa Wagga could by one spring leap into s
dukedom instead of a baronetcy, he would find
that the Tucongrulty of his former state with
his pew evaltation would be no bar what-
ever 1o the reception either of himeelf or of his
duchess nto the highest soclety., Belug a
simple baronet, he will, if he establish a ritle,
be fgreat man in Haompshire; and if coloninl
manners have not made hitn too democratic, he
may one duy represent his native county in
Partinment, There iz only one possibie draw-
back, which s that Sir Roger may be nuahle
to prove himseif to be the veritable sou of his

miher.”

Present State of Literature In Indin.

Theee dinleets belng thus connected with the
rell jous tenets of whe two great dominant seots
of the conntry, our suthor states a faot which is
somewhat slartling, vlz,, that there is in Indla
the gnme endency to bring the lunguage back
10 the pur¢ Hindee standard as there is
Gregen to revive the lunguage of Xenophor;
whenoe we should be Inclined to conclude,
oauirary to the troth, thet nmong the natives
polgthelsm 16 rather on the locresse than
otherwise,

tonnded by the patives themselves, promises
suoeess under Dr, Leltoer's management, 1w

Attorvey MoClellan, of Westchester county, who
iudheted Northrup for sn attempt at powsoniog.

1he enge has exelted more interest in Wes:chester
county than any cose within tne memory of the
oldest eitigen, The eourt houss and conr yurd
were erowded durniug the progress ot the trial. Pro-
1essors Doremus and Budd, Dr, Horton, and other
emupent phiysicions were examined. The proseens
tion wns conducted by Johu 5, Bates, the préssut
Distriet Artorney of Woesrghester couunty, and
Chauneey Shafler. The defense was conducted by
Ruobert Cocbran and Levi &, Chatfield, The case
was submiitea 10 the jury at 4 o'ciock on Frday
morning, and ot 6 they brought in a verdiet of
gmiity.
